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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 , from which the above claims depend, recites that the cartridge holder is 
"constructed to receive a cartridge" (emphasis added), thus claim 1 lists the specific 
function of the cartridge holder as receiving a cartridge. Claims 2 and 16 recite "a 
cartridge" again thus these claims imply that there is another cartridge that is 
received in the holder . This is clearly contrary to the specification, thus rendering 
claims 2-13 and 16-31 indefinite. 

Also, claim 1 is to a screw gun "for driving a fastening means" and applicants 
argue that the fastening means is not part of the invention. Claims 10-13, 15 and 
28-31 recite only structure of the fastening means, thus it is confusing as to how the 
screw gun of claim 1 can be used to drive a fastening means and also include a 
fastening means at the same time as required by these claims. 

There is no antecedent basis for "the head of said fastening means" in claim 14. 

3. Normally a claim which fails to comply with the first and/or second paragraph of § 
1 1 2 will not be analyzed as to whether it is patentable over the prior art since to do so 
would of necessity require speculation with regard to the metes and bounds of the 
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claimed subject matter, In re Steele, 308 F.2d 859, 862-63, 134 USPQ 292, (CCPA 
1962) and In re Wilson, 424 F.2d 1382, 1385, 496 USPQ 494, 496 (CCPA 1970). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1 and 68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated 
by any of Parsons, Potucek et. al. or Manino as all that is claimed is a drive unit and 
guide post that slidably mounts a cartridge holder and has a camming means with no 
claimed function. 

6. Blum, Deri and Habermehl (162) are merely cited as of interest at this time. 

Response to Arguments 

7. Applicants' arguments with respect to claims 1-31 and 68 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
